Another " Materialized " Spook Sud- 
denly Resuming Flesh and Blood. 

George W. Tome.s, of Gl Broad- 
way, had under his charge yesterday a 
friend from Pitt.sburg named F. A. 

Trenuiinc and desired to show him a 
spiritualist seance. He found one ad- 
vertised to occur in the evening U|) 
town. The two fi'iends went to this 
number, which they described as a 
brown-stone house well furnished. Tliny 
were met at tiic door by an old man 
who, after consulting a memorandum- 
book to see if the seats were all taken, 
admitted them on payment of .$1 each, 
walking match prices. The front par- 
lor was dimly lighted, and in the back 
parlor, which was dark, there was a 
small cabinet fixetl against the wall. 
There were three rows of chairs in tho 
room and there were about fifty people 
present, of whom four or five were 
women. At the beginning of theseancc 
the old man who had acted as treasurer 
announced that the medium and hoi- 
company would not be re.s])onsible for 
the manifestations of the spirits, and 
he then requested the audience to sing 
some faiiiilmr air, such as "Tiie Sweet 
By-and-By. ' The greater part of tho 
front of the cabinet was concealed by a 
curtain, but there was room atone side 
for a small window. When the seance 
began the medium, a stout woman, 
entered the cabinet and immediately 
afterwards a hand was shown at the 
window and a foot at the bottom of the 
curtain. Then a youth about tl;c size 
of the meclium, who was designated as 
"Jimmy tho Newsboy," stepped from 
the cabinet into the room and began to 
dance. At this moment the two friends 
agreed with each other to seize the 
next s))irit that should appear. In a 
few minutes there was a loud kr.oc!-- 
ing, and the spii'its a.sked if they want- 
ed to see any one. Tlioy answered 
"Yes," and one of the two young men 
was called, but not chosen. Then the 
old man said the spirits were confused, 
and the person who was wanted was 
found and had a conversation with the 
spirit, who M-as familiarly called Mary.

We believe that so long as pre- 
sent prices hold in Oregon .ind California 
P.our and wheat may be profitably brought 
from the Mainland to feed Victoria 
mouths. In quality Provincial wheat is 
eaual' to the bust produced in Walla 
Walla and Sacramonto valleys. An oppor- 
tunity is now olt'erod Victoria dealers 
to exhibit their active symiiathy with the 
producers of the Great Interior, who are 
destined soon to be their best customers. 
Every dollar that can be kept in 
the countiy will add to the prosperity of 
the people, and leave a blessing in every 
thrifty hand through which it may pass. 
Not alone in wheat and flour can tlie In- 
terior compete .successfully with the 
American States for tho Victoria trade;

She is a captivat- 
ing llosina, charming, exquisitely delight- 
ful, and can warble like a thousand night- 
ingales. Her singing of the lesson song 
at tho pianoforte in particular is given 
with extraordinary power and cfl'ect. Iler 
Roaiiiii has never been ei|ual!ed since tho 
sunny days of the brilliant Malibran, the 
bewitching Sontag and tho glorious Al- 
boni. Her execution of the pretty mock- 
ingbird is one of the most perfect speci- 
inuus of vocal power ever heard. The 
warbling Pinafore or Musical Sausage 
may be eaten with beiielit and pleasuro 
at any liuur of tlio clay or night, the mily 
direction being to iTuirn nicehj liffure slti'- 
iiKi, and when eaten it will bring joy. 
peace and hap|)ine.ss to the family circle 
and cause all to raise their voices in 
ecstatic cuplionj'. It is like a thing of 
beauty — a joy forever, and tho oil of glad- 
ness tu bruised hearts. A meal of tlieae 
Sausages will cause crying children to 
smile through their tears and keep them 
singing throughout tho day.

Mr. Gisborno, Superintendent of Do- 
minion telegraph lines, will leave Victoria 
on Jlonday for Canada I'l'it Pugct Sound, 
Oregon and California. During liia stay 
hero Mr. Gisborno has introduced im- 
portant reforms into tho telegraphic sys- 
tem of the Province, and effected a saving 
of 85,000 per annum in official -salariea. 
The office of local Superintendent has 
been abolished, and tlio department pl.ac- 
ed directly under Mr. Pear.so, but tho 
services of the late Superintendent, Mr. 
McMicking, will bo retained in tho posi- 
tion of Chief Operator, with headquarters 
at "Victoria. Tho Dominion telegraph 
oflice at Victoria will bo removed from the 
Western Union premises on Trounce 
street and will henceforth have a location 
on the second flat of the Postoflice build- 
ing. Tho recent visit of ^Messrs. Gis- 
borno and Pearse to the East Coast was to 
select landing places for a new cable to 
connect the Mainland with this Island. 
In tlioir mission tfaoy wore entirely suc- 
cessful. A cable 23 miles in length will 
be stretched from a shingley beach at 
Point Oroy on tho Mainland to Lock Bay 
on Gabriola Island, near Nanaimo. From 
Lock Bay a lino will b-o carried to False 
Narrows, two or threo miles distant. 
False Narrows will bo crossed at Mudge 
Island by moans of a stool wire suspend- 
ed from bluff to blufl". From Madge 
Tsliind another ateol wire will carry the 
lino across Dodd Narrows to Vancouver 
Lsland, and a laud lino of two miles will 
make the necessary connection with the 
Nanaimo-Victoria lino. Communication 
with tho Mainland will thus be establish- 
ed with but one cable and two connec- 
tions. By the existing arrangement six 
cables and twelve connections are requir- 
ed. Li the past six years the mainten- 
ance of telegraphic communication bo- 
tween Victoria and the Mainland has cost 
§41,000 — tho cables lying on a rocky bot- 
tom in which arc voin.i of conper that 
corrode them. The proposed cablo from 
Point Cirey will be in a bud of soft mud, 
and will cost to purchase and connect loss 
than one-! alf tho sum required to main- 
tain the six cables during the past six 
years. The line . aa reconstructed will 
form a link in a great scheme which will 
shortly bo floated and which has for its 
object the ostabliahinoiit of a system of 
telegraph linos extending throughJBritisli 
territory round the globe. 

Mr. Cliaborno will leave the Province 
favorably impressed with the vaatness of 
its resources ^and tho': great futiiro that 
awaits it. ' 

Puoiimws OK TUE Canada Pacific. — 
Publicity is given at Ottawa to tho fact 
that tenders for the following portions of 
the Canada Pacific Railway havo been 
solicited for the works constructed: 
Pembina Branch, 85 miles; Fort William 
to Red River, 4lO miles; west of Red 
River, 100 miles, and from Yale to Kam- 
loops, 127 miles — a total of 722 miles. 

A Cakard. — Tho statement in the Tor- 
onto Globe, of tho 9th October to tho ef- 
fect that an Ottawa telegram announcing 
the adoption of tho Burrard Inlet route 
was sent to Y'alo before the following 
took place is untrue. No such telegram 
was sent. The member-elect for Yolc 
received his first intimation of the adop- 
tion of the route tlirough the columns of 
this journaL 

Wox It. — The Toronto Globe, sued by 
Col. Stolley of tho 10th Rifles for an id- 
loged libel, has won the case. The jury 
were only out twenty minutes. The Globe 
charged the Colonel with the misappro- 
priation of regimental funds.

George Conte, a Tongas Indian, charg- 
ed with stealing $10 from nnpther Indimi,^ 
was roTnahded one day. 

William Alexander, convicted of supply- 
ini; liquor to Indians, at largo on his own 
recogniz.anco, failed to appear, .and His 
Honor directed that a sentence of three 
months' imprisonment .with hard labor bo 
recorded against him. . . . 

Two drunk iorid disorderlies 'wore fined 
five shillings each or 6 hdnra' imprison- 
ment, .ind tho Court then took a brief re- 
cess, after which proceedings were resum- 
ed in the case of 

Thomas Fletcher, charged with unlaw- 
fully and ra.aliciously damaging a sewing 
machine the property of tho Singer Manu- 
facturing Company. 

Mi'.' Mills appeared for tho prosecutor 
and Mr. Theo. Davie for the defendant. 

The proBccutor, being recalled at tho 
suggestion of tho 'Jourt, deposed that tho 
machine was valued at JfiH, but could not 
swear that any permanent damage had 
been done to it inasmuch as ho had not 
taken it to jiiecei. 

Mr. Dane theai proceeded to call wit- 
nossoB for tho defoHce 

John Phillip.s, a hand employed at tho 
defendant's shop, deposed that in a con- 
versation between himself and Mrs. 
Jones, tho latter told him that 
Adams said acid had boon thrown 
over the machine. Mrs, Jones also 
expressed her opinion that acid had 
been put on the machine Witness also 
stated that Mrs. Jones told him Fletcher 
did not do anything to the machine. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mills — I have 
alw.ays found Mrs. Jones a truthful anA 
respectable woman; I havo worked for 
Mr. Flotolior for some oight months. Tho 
first time T heard about tho omery pow- 
der was on Sejit. 2(ith; I .iwear positively 
that Mrs. Jones said a bottle of acid had 
been thrown over the machino; my mo- 
tive in going to her house was not to .as- 
certain the facts connected with this case; 
I havo not had any conversation with 
Fletcher about the matter since; have 
never seen emery in his po.ssession and 
know nothing about this ca.se until I was 
summoned to attend as a witness; I never 
have heard of a statement that acid 
was to be thrown over Mr. (iraj''s goods. 

Joliu Winger deposed that ho was in 
tho defendant's shop on Sept. 24th when 
Adama drove up witli a machine in a 
wagon; Adams cnmo into the shop and 
charged Flotclior with damaging a Singer 
machino at Mrs. Jones' house by throw- 
ing acid over it. 

Cross-examined — I havo a good mem- 
ory and am quite jiositivo Adams .said the 
damage was caused by acid. I do not re- 
collect Fletcher calling Adams a "blow- 
hard." I bad business with Fletcher at 
the time about repairing a machino; have 
never had dnnks with Fletcher over this 
case. Did not hear Adams say anything 
about emery powder. 

Mrs. Jones, on the apiilication of Mr. 
Mills, was recalled to rebut the evidence 
of the witness Phillips. She deposed that 
she did not toll him th.at acid had been 
thrown over the machine; she told him 
that the prisoners in (lermaiiy used acid 
and emery to destroy the iron bars so that 
they might escape from gaol; she swore 
she did not toll Phillips that Fletcher 
never touched the machine ; witness stat- 
ed she did not say she would not como 
into Court, but what she did say was that 
if the matter came ir.to Court she would 
tell the truth and she pitied the defend- 
ant's wife and family. Phillips told her 
Mrs. Fletcher knew nothing about the 
case. 

The witness also gave evidence as to 
tho defendant putting the omery powder 
into the machine. Her tostimonj' .as to 
this was almost precisely similar to that 
given by her on Monday last. She also 
substantially denied tho statements made 
by Phillips in his ovidonce as to converaa- 
tion alleged by him to have taken place 
between her and him. 

His Honor said tliat he considered tho 
case was one which should bo sent to tho 
higher Court for trial and committed tho 
defendant, intimating that he would ac- 
cept bail in two sureties of §250 each and 
the defendant in $500,

Slgaus. — Telegraphic advices received 
here stato that at .San Francisco on Wcd- 
nosd.ay all refined sugars advanced half a 
cent per pound and yesterday took a fur- 
ther advance of half a cent. This is equi- 
valent to an increase in tho coat price- 
here of S!l.35 per lOOlbs. , owing to ad nd- 
orem duty imposed by the now tariff.

Tlio nttendaiit having been 
obliged to give Hove a \. fisliing, called 
to his assistance two inmates who are 
in the habit of helping the attendants. 
"When Hove was nearly stripped of 
clothing the attendant heard an outcry 
in a room near by, when he rushed out 
leaving deceased with two inmates and 
the tub jiartly filled with tepitl water. 
As soon ns he wont out, the two men 
turned on the boiling water, stripped 
off Hove's clothing and put him in tho 
tub. Here he was found a moment 
after by tiie attendant, who took him 
out fearfully scalded in tlie back and 
sides, tlio akin peeling off. Ifo lived 
four and a half hours. Tho coroner's 
jury attached no blame to the attendant 
or ofHcers of the asylum.

We extract tho following from an 
interesting article in a contemjiorary : 
— Threo days after the suppression of 
tho Commune, orders had come from 
tho Governmeut to uend prisoners to 
Versailles, and a convoy of about two 
thousand were being marched down the 
Rue Coq Heron, under a strong escort 
ef soldier.s. In this street there is a 
printing-oflico, and a compositor who 
was standing in the doorway recogniz- 
ed a friend in the convoy, and charit- 
ably nodded to him, .saying: "Cour- 
age !" An officer observing this turned 
brutally on the man and shouted : 
"You are a Communist too; your 
hands are black with powder." "They 
are black with printer's ink," answered 
the compositor. "Fall in," replied the 
ofucer; "I he.avd you excite these prison- 
ers to sedition, and it won't be my fault 
if you are not shot." The wretched 
compositor was obliged to obey, and 
taking his place in the ranks, was 
marched ofl" just as he was, in his 
shirt aleevos and with a paper cap on 
his head. At the corner of tho street 
he met his little boy carrying his din- 
ner, and the lad ran to his side to ask 
him what was the matter. A young 
ofHcer, touched by the sight, made a 
sign to tho father to fall out, and 
wliLspered to him : "You had better 
kiss your child and send him home. 
You will probably be shot in the 
Avenue des Champs d'Elysees, and the 
boy musn't bo a witness of that." "But 
what have I done?" stammered the 
miserable m.nn. "Do as I tell yoU' — I 
I am speaking for your good," replied 
the oflicer; and the compositor took at 
once what he thought would be the 
Inst farewell of his child. The column 
moved on, and reached tho Champs 
Elysees, where General de Gallifct 
and his stnfT appeared on the scene. 
The General has since become a PiO- 
jiublican, but lie then passed for a 
Bonapartistof the most rabid sort, and 
he had just won a terrible name by his 
pitiless severity in "purging" Belleville 
by fire and sword. Ordering the col- 
umn to halt, Gallifct rode down the 
r.anks, smoking a cigar, and iiroceedf'd 
to make a selection from among tho 
prisoners. If a man was a little taller 
or a little shorter,better or worse dress- 
ed, older or younger than the rest, 
he was told to fall out. When a hun- 
dred prisoners had thus been picked ofl" 
they Yi'cre parcelled into squads of five 
and twenty firing p.arties of thirty men 
each were commanded to shoot thorn 
before the eyes of tlieir trembling com- 
rade ; ■When this bloody work had 
been'' 'accomplished, the General, who 
had quietly continued to smoke during 
the butchery, said, " That will do for 
the present. We will shoot anutlier 
lull wheii we rcacli tho Triumphal 
Arch;" and the order was given to 



Luckily when tlie 
column ari'ived at tho end of the ave- 
nue it encciuntored an aide-de-camp, 
who came with instructions from the 
Government that summary e.vecutious 
shouhl cease. The General, balked of 
his prey, swore a little, Ijut lib was a 
man who aQ'ected great polish "of man- 
ners, so turning to his captives he snid 
ironically, " Citizen.s, you aro respited 
for the present. I think it kind toj^'ivo 
this bit of news, knowing what hapi- 
poltroons you all aro." Thus the com- 
positor was saved on the very brink of 
death.
